DEADLINES:

1. Discuss at least three different typologies or systems of 
classification of genocide. 
2. Select the one that you find most useful. 

3. Show how and why this typology does or does not fit your case. 
4 Select three other case studies presented in the course and show 
how and why they do or do not fit the typology that you have 

selected in B.2. 
Conclusion (Optional for those who would like to compete for an A+) 
Suggest a definition and a typology of your own invention and present 
arguments in their support. 
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
